those who came to Los Angeles on the 
afternoon train. He stated that he 
was one of the few who succeeded in 
making a safe landing from the first 
raft which left the ill-fated ship.

Keith and the Directors Are 
Sharply Critised. 

[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

BERKELEY (Cal.) July 8.—Mal- 
administration was the keynote of 
the testimony given by several wit- 
nesses today to Gov. Johnson in his 
investigation of conditions in the Cali- 
fornia Institution for the Deaf, Dumb 
and Blind. Every witness called tes- 
tified to the incompetency of Supt. 
Dougias Keith, whose counsel, War- 
ren Olney, Jr., admitted Keith had 
had no experience as a teacher prior 
to his appointment as principal. The 
rules are that the principal must have 
had at least three years’ experience 
as a teacher of the deaf and blind 
in order to be eligible to appoint- 
ment as principal, and it is upon this 


“| point that the complaining graduates 


and pupils of the school charge that 

Keith's appointment was illegal, as 

well as that he is incompetent. 
POINTED QUESTIONS. 

The directors, themselves, received 
much attention from the Governor, 
who questioned each witness as to 
whether or not the directors ever 
showed sufficient interest in the insti- 
tution to visit the class rooms. All 
answered that they never saw a di- 
rector ina c oom. George W. 
Reed and Wigginton Creed were the 
only directors present today, Arthur 
Elston being in Europe on his hon- 
eymoon, M. C. Chapman being in the 
southern part of the State, and 
Walter Matthews having been de- 
by his law practice. 

Mary Eastman, a pupil from 
1885 to 1892, and since then a teach- 
er in the school’s primary depart- 
ment, testified that Keith had been 
only a steward and a clerk before be- 
ing made superintendent, and lacked 
both - training and experience as a 
teacher. She said he seemed to have 
no grasp of the school’s needs and de- 
clared she had had difficulty in ob- 
taining the proper equipment from 
him. After his return from a trip 
_East at the State’s expense, he was 
‘unable to impart any of the informa- 
tion to the other teachers which he 
should have received, according to 
the witness. 

WOMAN'S CRITICISM. 

Criticism was made by Miss East- 
man of the method tn use at the 
school. Neither Keith nor Richard 
S. French, head of the primary de- 
partment, she said, equipped pupils 
to support themselves. The only self- 
supporting graduates that she knew 
Were the musicians and one child 
that entered a telephone  offico. 
Other statenféhts were made by the 
witness aiming to show a lack of 
interest on the part of her superiors. 
For more than a week after the ap- 
paratus in her department was de- 
stroyed by fire, on October 31, 1919, 
she said Keith failed to confer with 
her. She thought French was: un- 
fitted for his place, coming to the 
school fresh from the university 
without previous training in this 
work. 

Ross's examination developed that 
the primary department had been 
six years without a globe for geog- 
raphy teaching; that complaints to 
Supt. Keith brought no remedies and 
that the superintendent never lec- 
tured before the classes. 
Miss Eastmnan said the superin- 
tendent abolished the daily 
ing of morals to the pupils that for- 
mer Supt. Wilkinson had personally 
given for five years, physical culture 
being substituted for moral instruc- 
tion. 
Miss Margaret Muir, at one time 
a pupil of the Colorado Institution 
for the Blind, said she was shocked 
by the difference in discipline and 
apparatus used by the California in- 
stitution. She declared California is 
far behind Colorado in every way in 
earing for the blind.

the ignorant. He must make abstract 
Propositions and dogmatic formulas 
Clear and attractive and simple, and 
this cannot be done without a good 
method. He must bring down the su- 
Ppernatural to the senses, he must know 
how to proceed from the concrete to 
the abstract, from the known to the 
unknown, and from the simple to the 
compiex. He must inspire his hearers 
with a love for the church, her author- 
ity, rites and ceremdénies, her doc- 
trines, sacraments and her devotions. 
As in other branches of instruction 
the catechist thay follow either the 
analytic or the synthetic. method. In 
the former the catechism is explained 
word for word; in the latter it is told- 
in a simple way and afterward ex- 
plained, and for cathetical instruction 
in the case of children, the synthetic 
method is preferable.” 

The last address of the session was 
delivered by Bishop Conaty, who pre- 
faced his remarks on “Literature” by 
defining the purpose of education as 
a training for life in order that life 
may yield its best fruit and one may 
reach to the aim and purpose for 
which life has been given. 

“The first great agent in education 
is religion, which alone perfectly solves 
the problems of life... Religion is 
something more than a vague senti- 
ment of belief in or devotion to God. 
It is more than a general morality or. 
a combination of accepted principles. 
It is higher than mere nature because 
it is from God and contains the pos- 
|itive law which God has laid down 
for man’s belief and practice. What- 
ever tends to a better knowledge of 
God and directs the faculties to a 
closer union with the laws of God, Is 
the soul of education. Education in 
its real sense is the attainment of 
truth in order that man may know 
what to believe and what to do. 

“Science as an element in education 
has its proper place but it is not truth, 
that handmaid of religion which 
keeps it from error in the things be- 
yond its knowledge.” 

Bishop Conaty spoke of culture as 
an agency the work of education 
and added: 

“More than any other agent, culture 
has been confused with education 
itself. The highest culture is that 
which has been thought, written or 
acted in the spirit or under the in- 
fluence of the truth as made known 
to us by Christ. True culture is the 
flowering: of scholarship, co-ordinate 
with and vitalized by Christian vir- 
tue. 

“Virtue is the expression of good- 
ness in human life, it is truth in action 
and virtue is the flower of true cul- 
ture for it is the highest expression 
of truth embodied in human acts.” 

The Bishop dwelt upon the ten- 
dency of modern culture to be satis- 
fied with the natural which, after all, 
at its highest possible mark, does not 
fit for heaven, for revealed religion 
alone gives us the goodness of super- 
natural life which makes the culture 
of the Christian.

Relationship of Literature 
and Religion Pointed Out. 


Bishop Conty Talks on Indis- 
criminate Reading. 


SANTA MONICA, July 8.—The 
closing session of the Catholic  sis- 
ters’ annual institute opened this 
morning with the largest attendance 
during the session. Brother Leo 
closed his séries of lectures with an 
address on “The Religious Element 
in the Teaching of Literature.” 

“While, on the one hand, it must 
be remembered that the teaching of 
literature is in no sense a substitute 
for the teaching of religion,’ he said, 
“on the other hand, there is a re- 
ligious element in English teaching. 
For there is a religious element in 
life, and since literature deals so in- 
timately with life, any method of 
teaching literature which does not 
take account of religious ideas and 
ideals is necessarily inadequate and 
defective. The correlation of litera- 
lture and religion is both incidental 
and essential. Incidental correlation 
deals with religious customs, prac- 
tices, rituals, etc. Essential correla- 
tion seeks to show the practical] work- 
ings of religious ideals and moti 
in literature and life.” : 

T. H. Kirk then addressed the insti- 
tute on “Organized Civics.” He said, 
in part: 

“Civics might not inappropriately 
be called “The art of living together,” 
because it should be a vital thing, 
not one of dead abstractions. There 
are two very great considerations to 
be kept in mind relative to the gen- 
eral methods to be pursued in civics. 
One is, that the pupil from the very 
first should be taught to take active 
part in doing things for the public 
good as théy naturally arise in his 
own community; and second, that he 
should study the things nearest at 
hand in the matter of government, 
therefore in the concrete. 
graphically, therefore, the work 
should begin with the village, city, or 
perhaps country township, in which 
the pupil resides. From here he 
will reach out gradually to encompass 
the government of the world. In tak- 
ing these concrete steps we will find 
ourselves following what might be 
otherwise termed, the historic meth-

ernment, representing the three great 
functions known as the legislative, 
judicial and executive. We shall see 
how the executive, Im caring for a 
multitude of things, builds up a ma- 
chinery of bureaus, commissions, and 
other forms. We shall see how the 
judicial requires courts of high and 
low degree and, finally, we shal! see 
how legislatures will come into exist- 
ence, from the municipality to the 
nation. As the puplis grow older, of 
course, the concrete will be empha- 
sized less and the abstract reasoning 
will find greater place. Then we can 
analyze the forms of government in 
a more abstract way to give orderli- 
ness to the concrete things that have 
been studied. Moreover, we can give 
some attention to general principles 
of government. For example, we may 
consider such problems as the rule of 
the majority, equality before the law. 
property rights vs. human rights, and 
taxation in its relations to representa-

and Music in the Grades.” Miss Trus- 
low said: 

“In the grammar grades we must 
weigh well the artistic and the tech- 
nical sides of our music and keep 
them well balanced, lest negiect 
one side or the other. There can be 
no artistic freedom until the formal 
side of art is conquered. It is so in 
| sculpture, painting, etc., and we can 
readily see its application in music. To 
appreciate the power and beauty of 
music the pupil must Become  fa- 
miliar with well-written music in se- 
lections that shall be interesting from ‘ 
his own point of view, as well as ad- 
visable from that of the musician. As 
in primary grades, the beautiful song 
should be the basis for all work. A 
study of the lives of the great com- 
posers, both of the past and present, 
with thetr works, aids much in the 
cultivation of musical taste and inter- 
est. The phonograph is @ great factor 
in the musical education of the masses, 
as good music may be had now in 
homes where before there was none 
at all. If we instill a desire for the 
best in our schools, it will be demand- | 
ed in our homes. The ideal music work 
in the schoolroom is good song sing- 
ing, ability to read from musical sym- 
bols, and a keen sense of musical ap- 
preciation.” 

At the close of the morning ses- 
sion Bishop Conaty spoke of the im- 
portance of carefully guarding the 
health of the achools, and said it was 
his desire to have the school co-op- 
erate with the health officers in every- 
thing that concerned the sanitary con- 
dition of the school and the physical 
conditions of’ the children. He ad- 
vieed that each school should have a 
physician visit it regularly and take 
note of the health conditions, and said 
that it was their duty to see that noth- 
ing be left undone to guard the health 
of the children. 

Bishop Conaty also spoke of the 
schools of the diocese and said that 
there were forty schools in which the 
instruction was given in primary and 
grammar, as well as in High School 
and collegiate studies. There are about 
8000 children attending school in the 
diocese. In the city of Bos Angeles 
there ore sixteen schools, colleges, 
academic, parochial and quasi-paro- 
chial, with a total attendance of 3500 
pupils, while in the county there are 
six academies with an attendance of 
800. Besides these, there are eighteen 
schools in different parts of the dio- 
cese. 

The first speaker at the Afternoon 
session was Rev. John J. Ford, 8. J., 
who spoke on “The Method of Cathe-

He gaid that, from the beginning of 
the bench, there have been imperfec- 
tions -in the judiciary, and that per- 
fection never can be expected. If men 
were?valways right, he contended, we 
would not have to depend on human 
law, but would have divine iaw all the 
time... The people are always endeav- 
oring to do right, but they are doing 
that right through measures, and not 
by the law, as the courts are re- 
quired to do. There is an inherent 
difference between the legislative and 
the executive, and the judicial branch- 
es of the government. 

If the recall is held over the courts. 
hé declared, it is bound to influence 
them. The-only influence now exer- 
cised is the evidence and the law of 
the cise. Judges are human, and 
may be affected by so-called trivial 
things. They ought to be relieved, as 
far as. possible, from any extraneous 
circumstances.

History 
affords many examples where the holders of 
political power have been forced to surren- 
der or to curtail it for the general good; but 
the example of the people constituting the 
American political communities in limiting 
by their-own free will the exercise of their 
power stood alone when this sublime sacri- 
fice was made, and it has not been followed 
in any country in Europe, nor successfully 
put in operation elsewhere than in the Unit- 
ed States. I said that in this way the peo- 
ple had protected themselves against them- 
selves.” 


It is not meant that the people shall, by 
the legitimate restrictions of a constitution. 
deprive themselves of the exercise of any 
rightful power. It is intended only that they 
shall protect their calmer judgments, pro- 
tect their sober second thought, protect their 
reason from being dominated by hasty pas- 
sion in the making and interpretation of 
laws. 

The recall of the judiciary would strike 
at the very vitals of constitutional govern- 
ment. Will the people of California inflict 
such a blow upon themselves? 


ENATORITIS. 
When the disease of “senatoritis” at- 
tacks a self-made multimillionaire, it at- 
tacks him violently. The right to write 
U.S.S: after his name (although, like Dog- 
perry of old, he would more accurately 
classify himself by affixing the initials 


the exclusion of al! other considerations. — 

If there is no available toga in the State 
where he lives there are many States 
where a Senatorial aspirant, or a lady seek- 
ing relief from conjugal oppression, can, in 
six months, acquire a legal residence. 

Indeed actual residence is not always ab- 
solutely Necessary as a pre-requisite to the 
acquisition of Senatorial honors. Four of 
} the early Senators from Nevada kept their 
homes and their regular families in Califor- 
nia. They asserted with success the legal 
maxim that “residence is a question of in- 
tention,” and they intended to stay in Ne- 
vada for g few months during the campaign, 
once six years. 

There is no cure for senatoritis except an 
election to the Senate. One term usually 
suffices the sufferer. He finds that his pre- 
vious business life has unfitted him to shine 
in the halls of high debate. He finds him- 
self unable to think upon his feet. 
that his unpremeditated utterances violate 
grammatical rules, and so he hires a Wash- 
ington correspondent to write a speech for 
him, and when he reads the speech he stum- 
bles over the pronunciation of the sesquipe- 
dalian words, and all the Southern majahs 
in the Senate who do not expect to borrow 
money of him, and all those who do not 
every few days feast at his board on terra- 
pin at $60 a dozen, and quench their thirst 
on Pommery Sec, and fill their pockets with 
choice Partagas when they depart, skidoo 
to the cloakrooms, and those people in the 
galleries who are not asleep flock to the 
aoors. 

The new Senator finds the conditions un- 
satisfactory. He has been accustomed dur- 
ing all his business life to consideration 
and deference from the Wall-street lambs 
whose fleece he removed, and from the bor- 
rowers at his bank, and from the stock- 
holders in the unbusted trusts he conducts, 
and from all who “crook the pregnant hinges

He obtains ho such consideration in the 
Senate. His colleagues take his measure 
and place him quietly but inexorably at the 
foot of the class, when he expected to be at 
the head.

Labor unions were organized originally 
upon the idea that all hamd workers in me 


chanical employments had a common inter- 
est in securing the highest obtainable wages 
for the least number of hours of toll. Their 
purpose was to “charge all that the traffic 
will bear.” They co-operated for that pur- 


each for all.” 

The “each” did not mean merely each 
member of an organized lodge of mechan- 
ics, but each worker, whether a member or 
not. The “all” did not mean all who signed 
the roll call of the union, but all workers. 
The doctrine of the closed shop was not ad- 
vanced for many years after labor had or- 
ganized. It was grafted upon labor-union- 
ism by walking delegates and labor leaders, 
who saw in it a method by which they could 
extort larger revenues from those whom 
they misadvised and misguided. 

One vice of labor-unionism is that it seeks 
to interfere with the law of supply and de- 
mand, It is for the interest of all the peo 
ple that there should be as many skilled 
mechanics and laborers as possible—but la. 
bor-unionism limits the number of appren- 
tices In any trade, : 

But militant unionism’s pervading and 
controlling iniquity is that it uses force in- 
stead of reason, violence instead of persua- 
sion to accomplish its purposes. ee 

Between the man who forces an employer 
to hire him by menaces, expressed or im- 
plied, of picketing, boycotting and dyna- 
miting, and the highwayman who forces the 
traveler to give up his watch and pocket- 
book by a threat of taking his life, there 
is morally but little difference, and that in 
favor of the highwayman, for the latter 
‘makes no hypocritical pretence of having a 
right to take your purse.

move ahead even if the policeman 
has not given the signal. Then there 
is chaos, and the chauffeur must good- 
naturedly back his machine to the far 
side of the crossing and await the 
passing of every other vehicle on the 
four streets. 
COURSE OF SPROUTS. 

Automobile dealers have adopted «a 
rule that when a man buys a ma- 
chine and is not a skilled driver they 
carefully put him through & course 
of sprouts. They take him out into 
the outlying districts firat and show 
him many of the crossings of the elec- 
tric lines and the steam roads, and by 
illustgation point out where the dan- 
ger lies in runnig over a crossing, no 
matter how open it ts, wtithout firse 
stopping to make sure. They take him 
to places where orange groves or wal- 
nut orchards obscure the lines of the 
cars, and show him graphically how 
he must not take the crossings ‘with - 
out first stopping. Then they bring him 
back downtown and.take him over all 
of the congested streets and crossings, 
carefully working out the crossing sig- 
nals, and making certain that the new 
owner knows how to proceed. 

After this they advise him to em- 
.ploy a professional driver for at least 
a month, always ride in the front 
seat with him, and watch his method 
of procedure. « 

The other day Lewis Stone, the ac- 
tor, who owns a beautiful large Lo- 
zier car, and who ts a skilled driver, 
met with an accident at Fifth and 
Broadway. Stone had his car under 
perfect control, but the streets had 
just been sprinkled, and the grip of 
the tires on the asphalt was not 
firm. A pedestrian darted in front of 


Stone's car, which was moving about}. 


ten miles an hour, and with a wrerich 
Stone whirled his steering wheel to es- 


slipped and skidded until the wheels 
struck the curb and the machine par- 
tially turned over. Stone was abso- 
lutely blameless tn the matter. and if 
he had not been an expert motorist 
he would probably have driven over 
the foolish pedestrian, who was un- 
seathed, while Stone's machine was 
damaged to the extent of several hun- 
dred dollars. 
HITS BOTH WATS. 

Perhaps the greatest cause of so- 
called minor accidents at crossings ts 
many pedestrians have of 
walking out tn the gutter when walit- 
ing for their street cars, Instead of 
remaining on the curb. These folk 
stand huddled together, 
about, so that the motorist who is 
closely watching the traffic officer for 
his signal to proceed is forced to take 
tremendous chances in slipping by 
them and making his crossing. There 
is no ordinance against pedestrians 
thus blocking the street, but if they 
would remain on the curb or sidewalk 
until the cars come to a standstill, 
many accidents would be avoided. 

The happy medium in the-automo- 
bile world will never come, say the 
motorists, until there is a mutual con- 
sideration between the pedestrian and 
the driver. When the man or woman 
on the street réalizes that the man 
running an automobile has consider- 
able on his hands without looking out 
for pedestrians, and the man driving 
the machine recognizes that the pe- 
destrian has important rights on the 
street; when the driver thoroughly 
masters a motor before running it, ac- 
cidents in the congested’ district wil! 
disappear, or become so infrequent as 
to be negligible. 


PRISON LIFE IS HEALTHY. 


Regular Hours Required of Prison- 
_@rs Enables Them to dave to a 

Ripe Old Age. 

{Emporia Gazette.] A Massachu- 
setts man with a head for that sort 
of thi has been wading through 
several tons of statistics, and con- 
tributes to a Springfield paper an 
article showing that the average of 
mortality in State penitentiaries is 
lower than anywhere else,. Convicts 
seldom Uie unless old age takes them, 
or they have incurable diseases con- 
tracted before going to prison. The 
majority’ of ‘them, when their terms 


expire, leave the penitentiary in mag-} 


nificent health. 

All this seems reasonable, when you 
come to think of it. 
convict is like clockwork. Absolute 
regularity prevails fro the day he 
enters the prison to the day he leaves. 
“He is not permitted to smoke or drink 
or follow other bad habits, which are 
destructive to health. He does 
enough work to keep his muscles in 
trim, and his appetite on edge, but 
not enough to exhaust him. He has 
a sufficiency of wholesome food, 
witheut any of the fancy trimmings 
which cause dyspepsta. He rettres 
to his downy couch at a certain hour 
in the evening,.and rises at a certain 
hour’in the morning, and sleeps 
soundly in the interval. 

People outside of prisons violate 
the rules of health, through carecless- 
ness or ignorance, every day, but the 
convict isn’t permitted to. .He lives 
safely and sanely, whether he wants 
to or not, and good health is inevit- 
able if he has a sound constitution in 
the first place. 

Nowadays people spend a great. 
deal of time worrying over their 
health, and a lot of faddists make a 
fat living in Inventing new “systems” 
which cost money and do little good. 
The sanatoriums of the country are 
crowded with invalids who pay fancy 
prices for fancy treatment, and the 
real secret of health is offered by the | 
penitentiaries. When a man is sick, 
lock him up, and see that he leads a 
sane and wholesome life, and after a 
while he'll be feeling like a convict.

deference to long expressed desire of 
Mr> Huntington there will be. no 
Gemonstration nor reception or any- 
| thing of that kind when he returns. 


Thé always efficient attendant on duty 
at the portals of the club will take Mr. 
Huntington's hat and bag to the trolley 
builf@er’s accustomed quarters, and the 
latter will drop into some accustomed 
groove, perhaps a game of dominoes 
with one of his old associates, or a 
chat with a coterie of men who may be 
associated with him in one or more of 
the numerous enterprises with which 
Mr. Fiuntington is still allied, and from 
whieh he has not removed his domi- 
nating hand. 


There will be ‘another of the “regu- 
lars’ return this month. W. BE. Dunn, 
personal attorney for the Huntington 
interests, shortened his trip abroad be- 
cause of the death of Walter Trask but 
returns greatly imiproved in health be- 
cause of, his three months sojourn 
across the Atlantic.

AMERICAN BUSINESS.

It has been often sald but is worth 
repeating, that “as goes iron, so goes 
generally.” Thus the re- 

rts that are coming now from the 
iron and steel trade authorities are 
quite encouraging.

“The improvement in the steel trade 
continues.

plicity of sources. Orders booked in 
eastern territory for buildings, bridges, 
etc., the past week totaled over 15,000 
tons, with quite a number of orders 
pending. The Carnegie Stee! Company 
is. over 40,000 tons ahead on actual 
orders compared with the same date 
in May.” 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

“Export steel business continues 
very active and the first hal year 
bookings of the United States Steel 
Products Company will approximate 
1,000,000 tons, ah increase of about 
one-third over the bookings of the 
first half of last year. Heavy orders 
from Argentina and Chile for corru- 
gated galvanized sheets, the Mexican 
Northwestern Railroad has ordered 
several thousand tons of steel wheels 
and axles, and another Mexican line 
3000 tons of steel ralis.”

|ground it picked up those strange 
noises. While this was understood, 
for a time, no one ventured to make 
a practical solution of the problem of 
getting rid of the noise. 

A long-distance telephone line had 
been bullt between Boston and Provi- 
dence, but it had not proved a suc- 
cess. It was possible to talk over it 
—sometimes; the rest of the time all 
that came over the wire was noise. 
While experts were arguing about the 
way to overcome the difficulty, a 
young man named John J. Carty, who 
had gone into the telephone business 
at the bottom some years previously, 
went ahead, and practically conquered 
it. He simply connected two lines of 
wire together, so that the electric 
current did not have to complete its 
circuit by passing through the earth, 
but returned to its starting point by 
means of the second wire. Thus was 
inaugurated the “metallic circuit.” 
The idea was not new. It had been 
suggested and discussed, and it was 
independently developed tn this coun- 
try and In England. But Carty was 
the first to put it to a practical test, 
which he did on that line between 
Boston and Providence. The effect was 
magical. The uproar ceased and the 
line became a practical success.

Dr. Berliner, whose home is in 
Washington, D. C., has patented many 
other inventions and in recent years 
has given much attention to the pure 
milk question and scientific means of 
preventing disease. 

GETTING RID OF NOISES. 


After the problem of the trans- 
mitter had been solved, so that it was 
possible to convey. by means of the 
electric current the exact pitch, qual- 
ity and articulation of sounds, there 
came the problem of getting rid of 
the mysterious noises, which for a 
time, seemed to make long distance 
telephoning impracticable. It was 
impossible to hear the spoken words 
because of these strange sounds, which 
/eame roaring, rattling and squeaking 
‘ever the line. Tt was known that 
' they came from the earth, for at that 
time the electric circuit, which is as 
necessary in telephoning, as for tele- 
graphing, was completed by ground- 
ing the two ends of the wire, that ts, 
connecting them with the earth. The 
electric current then made a com- 
| plete circle, going over the wire from 
,one end to the other, and then through 
/the ground to the first end of the 
wire. In its journey through the 
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moved. It was found that disturb- 
ances were likely to be caused by the 
proximity of another wire to one of 
the wires of the metallic circuit. Cur- 
rent from this third wire would up- 
set, as it were, the equilibrium on the 
cireult. .The solution of this problem 
was undertaken and accomplished by 
a young Vermont Yankee, John A. 
Barrett, who was on the engineering 
staff of the telephone company. A re- 
markably clear-headed and accurate 
man, he set about overcoming the 
difficulty by a most systematic investi- 
jgation. He discovered that if both the 
wires on the metallic circuit could be 
brought equally within the influence 
of the disturbing factor, that influence 
would be neutralized, and he found 
the practical solution of the difficulty 
in transposing the wires of the metal- 
lie circuit. He simply crossed the two 
wires at regular intervals, so that for 
their whole length they were subject 
to practically identical conditions. 

Mr. Barrett has solved other big 
problems of telephone engineering tn 
the same systematic way. One of the 
most important of these had to do 
with the method of laying wires un- 
derground. He devised the lead-cov- 
ered cable and the loose paper wrap- 
ping for the wire, which afford prac- 
tically as good insulation underground 
as may be had overhead. 

PROBLEMS OF THE WIRE. 


Tt was discovered early that the 
best material for long distance tele- 
|phone wires was either silver or cop- 
per. Silver was out of the question. 
and there were. serioug practical dif- 
ficulties in connection with the use 
of copper. The copper wire that was 
at first used was so soft that it would 
hardly bear its own weight, but it 
was the only kind that was to be 
had. Theodore WN. Vail, who had 
identified his fortunes with those of 
the Bell telephone at the time when 
most people were disposed to regard 
it as an impractical toy, and whose 
business and organizing genius has 
been the greatest factor tn its suc- 
cessful commercial development, saw 
that In this matter of the copper wire 
was a problem that had to be solved. 
He turned It over to one of the young 
engineers of the staff, Thomas R, 
Doolittle, a Connecticut Yankee. 

“We want a copper wire that will 
stand up under the strain. Find it,” 
said Mr. Vall. 

Before long Doolittle had discov- 
ered that there was a way of draw- 
ing copper wire that would produce 
on it a hard shell. That was just 
what he wanted. The shell gave just 
the strength and rigidity that were 
needed. Hard drawn copper wire. now 
a standard article of commerce, is ono 
of the discoveries that have made the 
long distance telephone practicable. 


THE “PHANTOM CIRCUIT.” 


But there was still another invention 
or discovery to come before telephon.- 
ing over continental distances could 
be made practicable. This invention, 
which is perhaps the most astonishing 
of all those that have helped to make 
jong distance telephoning possible, is 
known as the “phantom circuit,” and it 
originated in the brain of John J. 
Carty, who had been the first to em- 
ploy the metallic circuit. 

Mr. Carty discovered that by I6op- 
ing together two pairs of wires, each 
pair making a complete circuit, a

Building Continues Feature 
of Realty Situation, 


Local Construction Activity 
Astounds Country. . 


The lull tn building which Is ordi- 
narily expected about this time of year 
even in Los Angeles has so far failed 
to materialize. The construction rec- 
ord for the month of June in the 
city’s history. was last month broken 
with a half million tn building valua- 
tion to spare, and July its steadily 


forging ahead of the. corresponding 
period of other years. In the great 
rocord-breaking totals of the fiscal 


year closed on June 30, the early 
| warm weather months played an im- 
portant part, and the present summer 
may be said to be more than holding 
its own with other and ordinarily 
busier seasons of the year. 

The building report for the fiscal 
yéar, closed a little over a week ago, 
has been the sengation of construction 
circles the country over, following as 
it does the astounding calendar year 
figures for the year 1910, which 
placed Los Angeles ahead of all other 
cities of less than a million population 
in the United States. All of the build- 
ing papers of the country are making 
features of the Los Angeles figures. 
The officials of the city building de- 
partment state, however, that they be- 
lieve the fiscal year just begun will 
eclipse even the one just cloged, which 
boasted 10,960 permits for bulldings 
to cost a total of $21,499,424. 

One kind of bullding activity, that 
represented in the construction of 
apartment houses, has taken on such 
enormous proportions that the chief 
inspector of buildings, J. J. Backus, 
in his annual report to the City Coun- 
cll has recommended that he depart- 
ment be allowed to employ a special 
man who will devote his tntire time to 
inspection of that class of buildings 
exclusively.

The butiding will occupy @& 
ground area of 655x100 feet, and will 
be faced with red pressed brick. It 
will contain forty apartments of two 
and three rooms each, with private 
baths and wall beds.

“Back-to-the Land” Ideals Sweeping the Country, 
Declares Head of National Grange—About Four 


Thousand in Cash Needed 
oly in Land Impossible. 


As a Starter Says Monop-

ASHINGTON, July 3.—When- 

ever anyone in this latitude 

mentions hay, or wool, or 
wheat, or even the most humble item 
of country produce, in a contemptu- 
ous or hostile tone of voice, Nahum 
Josiah Bachelder, once Governor of 
New Hampshire, and for twenty-four 
years secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture, hurries to the railway 
station in Concord and buys a through 
ticket for Washington. 

If agriculture has a human bul- 
work, then N. J. Bachelder ts the 
man. If agriculture has a detractor, 
then N. J. Bachelder figures him up 
and knocks him down. The old Na- 
hum was a brief prophet, but he 
breathed fire and slaughter. “Thou 
hast multiplied thy merchants above 
the stars of heaven,” he roareed at 
the commercialized and indifferent 
Nineveh. To that the new Nahum, 
shifting his geography from Asia to 


America .and leaping the centuries, 
would add: “And thy manufactur- 
ers.” 


“The laws of this country,” he said 
to me, “were written and enacted to 
bulld up the factory rather than the 
farm. Our literature, including the 
text-books in our district and village 
schools, glorifies the city and its occu- 
pations, and by silence depreciates our 
fields of cotton, wheat, and corn, 
wherein our wealth begins.” ° 

While Gov. Bachelder can prophesy 
as vigorously and dreadfully as any- 
body else, and though he thus orna- 
ments his discourse now and then, 
fighting—and the watching that is 
necessary thereto—engages most of 
his time and all of his thought. Just 
now he is in Washington, and from 
his headquarters at the best hotel its 
battling against reciprocity with Can- 
ada. “It will dry up our farms,” he 
predicts, between his private confer- 
ences with Representatives and Sena- 
tors, in the knowledge, no doubt, that 
some discount will be subtracted from 
the sensational pro gnostication. 

LEAD. OF A MILLION. 

Tactically, Gov. Bachelder occu- 
pies an advantageous position. Pres- 
ident of the National Grange, he com- 
mands an army of 1,000,000 farmers. 
He has counted them and swears. by 
his rolls. “We are particularly 
strong,” he told me, “throughout New 
England and in New York, where we 
have 100,000 members, and in Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Il-. 
linols, Iowa, Missouri and Kansas.”

SANDS OF PEOPLE. 


OF THE “TRUSTS.” 


[New York Commercial:] Some of 
the facts brought out in the testimony 
of Edward F. Atkins of the American 
BSuger Refining Company given re- 
cently before the Special House Com- 
mittee now investigating the affairs 
of that concern were unknown to the 
general public up to that time and 
came as a good deal of a surprise in 
‘the business world. It was stated, for 
instance, that there are between 
19,000 and 20,000 shareholders in the 
(country, more than 60 per cent. of 
the number being women. 80 who- 
ever aime a blow unwarrantedly at 
the “sugar trust” {fs attacking len or 
eleven thousand women and their in- 
terests——-women scattered all over the 
country, who have furnished the com- 
pany with a large portion of the cap!- 
tal on which it conducts its business.

No organization likes to retrench. 
The blow which labor dreads so much

t The months of February, March 
and April witmessed certain retrench- 
ment measures in the ranks of em- 
ployees in a certain big industrial or- 
ganiation of this country. A _  \Iittle 
army of workmen was laid off. The 
union leaders quickly saw an oppor- 
tunity to make a big play, and a strike 
was called. The demand was made 
that all men who had been furloughed 
since Pebruary 1, be at once returned 
to work. The company refused to 
meet the demand, and the walk-out 
followed. 

It is interesting to note that of 40,- 
000 mechanics employed by this 
company, Only 2500 members are 
claimed by the union. Of these, the 
total number of men who were laid 
off by the railroad involved, plus those 
who walked out, was a comparatively 
small number. Of the men laid off, 
it is logical to presume, all who were 
efficient workmen would = gradually 
have been recalled to work as the 
need for retrenchment diminished. In- 
stead of waiting, however, the strike 
order was issued. The blow fell with 
equal force upofi those who quit their 
jobs and on those who had been fur- 
loughed. For there will never be a 
place tn the company’s ranks for any 
of these men again. On May 23, these 
men were definitely notified by the 
road that they were out of the serv- 
ice, and were paid back the money’ 
they had patd into the voluntary re- 
lief department for the month of 


The places of the approximately 
4600 bollermakers, machinists, car 
workers, inspectors, air-brake repair- 
ers, laborers and go forth, whe had 
gone on strike, were quickly filled 
with new recruits. These have been 
given steady employment, after hav- 
ing been carefully picked from among 
the hordes of applicants. These are 
men who are in no sense strike-break- 
ers in the former definition of the 
word. They are men with references, 
clean records, and number practical. 
ly no “boomers” or “floaters.” 

The malcontents, who refused to 
accept the economic demands of the 
time for retrenchment, demonstrated 
by their conduct that they were the 
kind of men who are not needed in 
the employ of this company. By 
their own conduct they made indus- 
trial outcasts of themselves, forfeit. 
ting consideration at the hands of 
hosts of other progressive, equare- 
dealing employing corporations. 

The prompt and fearless action of 
this company, in short, has furnished 
an object lesson to labor leaders, 
which ought to sink home with 
strong significance Into the minds of 
these men. The rank and file upon 
which the punishment falls with such 
great forces, are more to be pitied 
than censured. They deserve pity 
because they were too blind to see 
the unreasonableness of their lea dera’ 
commands. They deserve censure be-

GOMPERS MAY BE JAIMED.

Imprisoned 


Why He Should Not Be 
for Contempt. 


Although the Supreme Court of the 
United States set aside on a technical. 
ity the jail sentences of Gompers, Mor- 
rison and Mitchell, the organized-la- 
bor leaders convicted of contempt by 
the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia, the Federal law is sti!! pur- 
suing them, and they must again stand 
trialvon the original charges. The com- 
mittee of three lawyers appointed by 
Justice Wright of the District Court to 
investigate the matter has just report- 
ed to him that the labor leaders were 
guilty of contempt “and had subjected 
themselves to due punishment there- 
for” in disobeying an injunction which 
“restrained and enjoined them from 
conspiring or pombining in any man- 
ner to restrain, obstruct or destroy the 
business of the Bucks’ Stove and Range 
Company or to prevent it from carry- 
ing on its business without interfer- 
ence from them or any of them in 
any manner.” The committee might 
well have stopped right there and have 
let the law take its course with the 
defendants, but it somehow felt moved 
to suggest that if Gompers and his 
two understudies would apologize to 
the court for their contempt of its or- 
ders, this apology would be taken into 
consideration in the proceedings 
against them that were to follow. But 

ustice Wright compietely ignored this 


furlough. That this should be done, 
that men willing and eager to work 


the policy is unjust. They employ the. 


suggestion when he ordered the three 
men to show cause on or before July 
17 why they should not be jailed for 
contempt. So if they were to submit 
apologies now, it would make no dif- 
ference the case against them would 
proceed solely on its merits. It is dif- 
ficult to see how they can escape pris- 


on. To show any leniency to them 


under the circumstances would be to 
encourage the vicious policies for 
which these men stand—they not only 
defy the law, but sneer at the govern- 
ment and at the courts whenever a 
lezal point In their favor is scored, 
no matter how trifling. A few weeks 
“behind the bars’ would bring them- 
selves and all their kind to. thelr

ESPOTIC RULE OF 
LABOR LEADERS, 


JOIN A UNION OR TOWN WILL 
BE PROSCRIBED. 


Significant Statement of an Organ- 
izer in St. Louis Sent Out to Com- 
Workers to Join the Brotherhood | 
of ElectricAl Workers, 


The following statement, says 8. T. 
Holland in The Mediator, throws 4 
singular and a significant light upon 
the methods that are being employed 
in this country today by in union 
labor organizers: 

“Understand me, this movement is 
general, and those of you who fail to 
take advantage of this opportunity to 
join this union now will be required 
to pay an initiation fee of $15 each 
when the charter is filed. And if the 
project falls through here in St. Louis 
because we don't secure sufficient fol- 
lowing, St. Louls will be declared a 
scab town, and you will be listed, and 
none of you will be accepted in any 
other local in the United States at any 
price,:and we will see that you do 
not get a job at telephone work in any 
city where we are organized. We 
have $36,000 to spend in organizing 
Missouri and Kansas.” 

These are the utterances of a twen- 
tieth century labor leader—A. D. Fer- 
guson, one of the organisers, working 
under the banner and auspices of the 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers. 

Mr. Ferguson has béen sent out by 
this organization to force all telephone 
linemen and workers to join the union 
or take the consequences. He 
bright and energetic, an active hust- 
ler, a ready orator, an effective man 
in debate, a prosperous looking rep- 
resentative of his organization. 

Mr. Fergusen’s St. Louls statement 
as quoted above, is without question 
the strongest indictment against the 
organizations of labor which he rep- 
resents. - The only difference between 
Ferguson and many another organizer 
is the fact that Ferguson comes out 
openly with the lash, while others, 
for the most part, work subtly and 
insidiously, but always toward the 
game end, always with the epirit of 
a tyrant concealing itself beneath a 
flow of suave and tricky words. 

Back of the interesting St. Louis 
ditimatum, lie facts that, if taken into 


consideration, will shed a light upon 


the whole fabric of the American 
Federation of Labor which reveals 
a corruption and a weakness that can- 


| not fail to astonish those who have 


not made a etudy of the temper and 
character of this great labor organiza- 
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tion—an orgenization which purports: 
to stand for that which ts best for) 


the working man, and ultimately for 
the whole people. 

Several years ago the officers of the 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers were repudiated for 
alleged dishonesty and graft. On the 
request of the rank and file, the funds 
of the electrical workers were tied up 
in the courts of the land. The matter 
of the jurisdiction as to the disposition 
of these moneys is still pending. 

The arbitration board, appointed by 


two consecutive conventions of the'- 


American Federation of Labor, have 
beeh unable to sustain the officers of 
the federation. The arbitration meet- 
ing, as @ matter of fact, broke up in 
a row. | 

The president of the American 
Federation of Labor, of whom the 
president of the electrical workers is 
a personal friend, has arbitrarily used 
the power of his office to set aside a 


‘persistent ruling against the indicted 


officials, notwithstanding the fact that 
75 per cent. of the rank and file of 
the membership of this organization 
are refusing to pay dues to that fac- 
tion. Being good union men, these 
men believe in the principles of good 
unionism, and heve elected a set of 
officers of their own. This action the 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor is trying to overcome, by 
threatening to withdraw the moral 
support of every body affiliated with 
the federation, and to relegate them 
into the class of acabs. 

To the conduct of such men as Mr. 
Ferguson may be traced directly the 
decline of the American Federation of 
Labor. No organization of labor can 
survive as long as such tactics are per- 
sisted in. Nor will-it do for the labor 
bodies merely to repudiate by word 
of mouth such conduct as Ferguson’s. 
They must eliminate the Ferguson 
spirit. 

No thinking man can uphold the 
Ferguson spirit. Even the tacit ac- 
quiescence of labor officials to such 
tactics places the stamp of approval 
upon them, encourages other organ- 
izers to do likewise, and undermines 
the very foundations of fairness and 
progressiveness upon which labor or- 
ganizations must stand if they would 
survive. 

The decline of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is-due directly to 
such tactics as those which Mr. Fer- 
guson of the electrical workers is pur- 
suing. The story of ite decline is 
plainly revealed in a study of the num- 
bers of its adherents, the total of 
which is gradually diminishing. In 
1902 the federation reached its high- 
est point, numerically, with upwards 
of 1,800,000 members. Today the 
American Federation of Labor has 
but 1,216,000 members. In nine years 
time, a period which its notable for 
great industrial progress all along the 
line, the federation has suffer a 
sheer loss of half a million mem- 
bers. 


The question which arises In con- 


nection with the Ferguson matter is 
this: Is the Ferguson epirit, in work- 
ing out his propaganda of an organiza- 
tion bullt upon the idea of brotherly 
love, really any different from the 
attitude and tactics of the president 


of the American Federation of 
himself? 


There is an old saying which is sug- 
gested in the events cited in the be- 
ginning of this article: “Those whom 
the gods wish to destroy they first 
make mad.” For, it can readily be 
perceived that no tactics such as 
these labor organizations are so ruth- 
lessly pursuing can result in anything 
but ultimate destruction of the union 


which will countenance them.

THE CORONATION STONE. 

Some Doubt Thrown Upon Its Be- 

ing the One on Which Jacob 

Dreamed of the Ladders. 

{St. Louls Republic:] One by one, 
the most cherished historic filu- 
sions are being destroyed. People 
in Great Britain, and also in this 
country. have always been ht to 
believe that the so-called “Stone 
of Destiny.” seated on which all the 
Kings of England have been crowned 
in Westminster Abbey since the reign 
of Edward I was the original stens 
on which Jacob siept when he dreamt 
of the celestial ladder. 

It has been impressed upon us that 
it was brought from the Holy Land to 
Spain, and from Spain to Ireland, 
where it was used in connection with 
the coronation of the Irish Kings on 
the Hill of Tara, from there te Dunn- 
staffnage Castle, in Scotland, which 
now belnogs to the Duke of Arey, 
and from thence to the Abbey 7 
Scone, where for 300 years all the 
Kings of Scotland were crowned on it 
until 1296, when Edward I of Eng- 
land carried it off to London 

He encased it in an oaken chalr or 
throne six feet seven inches high, two 
feet deep and with a seat two feet 
four inches wide. The stone itself, 
which is fastened under the seat with 
two iron chains, its twenty-six inches 
long by sixteen inches broad and ten 
and one-half inches deep. The top 
is fiat. 


Mitchell Rameay, one of the most 
eminent scientists of Scotland, and 
whose fame as an archaeologicist ex- 
tends over the New World, as well as 
the Old, appears upon the scene, and 
having brought all his knowledge to 
bear upon the subject, stoutly declares 
that the Stone of Destiny was never 
brought from the Holy Land, since 
there is no stone of that 
kind at Bethel, where Jacob dreamt 
his dream, and is said to have used the 
stone for a pillow 

But he points out that the stone is 
identical with that dull reddish, or 
rather purplish, sandstone which was 
extensively used im the construction 
of Dunnstaffnage Castile, and that it 
bears the same marke of the chisel as 
the stones that still igure among the 
ruins of the castie. In fact, he in- 
sists, and furnishes convincing proofa, 
that the Biblical and the Irish legends 
in connection with the Stone of Des- 
tiny are mere myths, and that its 
origin does not go back any further 
than the times when the Scottish 
Kings were crowned at Dunnstaffnage 
Castle, before the scene of the coro-

BISBEE (Ariz.) July 7.—Plans for 
improvement of the smelting facilities 
of the Calumet and Arizona Company, 
around its works west of Douglas are 
said t® call for the expenditure of 
about $1,250,000. Though the present 
equipment will be utilized to as large 
an extent as possible, it is appreciated 
that much of the material should be 
thrown out tn the interest of economy 
of operation. Included within the 
plans are two sixty-foot blast fur- 
naces, the largest in the Southwest, 
probably flamked by several of the 
efficient furnaces now in use, and with 
added reverberatories and roasters, 
similar to those lately installed at the 
neighboring Copper Queen Works. 

For the past week the new twenty- 
Stamp mill of the Tigre Company, 
sixty-five miles seuth of Douglas, in 
Northern Sonora, has been in opera- 
tion, with power furnished electrically 
from the Copper Queen Power Works 
at Douglas, where two 760-kilowatt 
generators have been installed and 
whence a modern copper-wire trans- 
mission system has been 
southward. Only one generator is 
needed for the work, the other being 
held in reserve. Current is trans- 
volts.

0. C. Wells of Ohicago, formerly 
@ partner of John W. Gates, who is 
touring Europe in a Garford “forty” 
says that it seemed to be the unani- 
mous opinion of the French engi- 
neer who had recently visited Amer- 
ica that one of the most sane and 
serviceable high-grade designs in the 
United States was that of the Gar- 
ford and that the owners would be 
liecly ‘to receive continued satisfaction 

“It would certainly be a poor re- 
commendation for m corkscrew to 
say that it could be used as an ax,” 
sald Wells, “and yet it is merely an 
exaggeration of the man who de- 
mands the sacrifice of the best tour- 
ing qualities which he wants to use 
in order to obtain racing qualities 
which he does not want to use. 

“Frenchmen claim, and not with- 
reason, that the money which 
the American manufacturer puts in- 


and for which the customer pays 
can be much better spent by both 
of them in increasing the comfort. 
convenience and luxury of the lat- 
ter and improving the durability of 
the mechanism. They point out that 
with the superior character of Amer- 
ican change gears there is even less 
excuse for extra power in a touring 
car in America than coupled with 
the French practice. 

“At the same time they are apt 
to criticise as unscientific the extra 
pains which Americans give to make 
their indirect gears as nearly nolse- 
less as possible, and they do so on 


frequent use, and the consequent 
disparity between the added expense 
and the value of results. But they 
are logical in pointing out that never- 
theless this extraordinary pains in 
the production of noiseless indirect 
gears still further heightens the folly 
of providing for extra power which 
never need be, and seldom can be, 
advantageously employed.”

Ade, the Indiana humorist and play- 
wright, Wells made a trip around the 
world two years ago and is still us- 
ing the same Garford car in which 
he toured on that occasion.

It is often difficult for the player who 
has a cramped and con- 
tracted style to learn to swing freely, 
but the simplest means is to go off 
occasionally by one’s self and practice 
hitting the ball against a wall. 
MOST COMMON FAULT. 

But probably the most’ common 
fault. of al? players, even including 
many who have become more or less 
expert, is the tendency to hit the ball, 
whether on the bound or on the vol- 
ley, when it is too near the body. The 
result is that they get “tangled up,” 
particularly when a bad bounce or a 
slight misjudgment of the ball makes 
necessary a slight change in the 
‘stroke at the last instant. The bail 
should be hit as far away from the 
body as is possible without losing per- 
fect command of the racket. This 
rule is one of the greatest aids to ac- 
curacy. Instead of playing the ball 
close in to the knees, the underhand 


|} strokes should be made from a slizht- 


ly crouching position—like a boxer 


_| coming forward—swinging the racket 


as far forward as possible to meet the 
ball, or, if the stroke be made from 
the side, then also with the ful! reach 
of the arm. 

The greatest players that the game 
has ever known were undoubtedly 
the famous Doherty brothers of Eng- 
land.. This point of reaching well 
away from the body is especialy em- 
phasized in their book on lawn ten- 
nis, published by the Baker & Taylor 
Company and probably the best book 
on the game. But the two English- 
men in their play emphasized the 
point even more than they did in their 

ing: If there Was one stroke at 
which these Englishmen were gener- 
ally admitted to be markedly supe- 
tior even to the very best of our 
AAmerican players, it was the low 
volley. The reason was very apparent 
to any careful, student of the game 
who witnessed the stirring interna- 
tional matches In which the Doherty 
brothers wrested the Davis cup from 
Larned and the Wrenns half a dozen 
years ago. On every shot the English 
players reached well out from the
